He sold chickens and eggs for the
Holstein ranch. Part of the money
he returned and p.rt he got drunk
on.

Larceny would have been very
difficult to prove. As long as he
kept sober he accounted for the
money received, but when he got
drunk he didn’t

The writer told Mr. Summerfield
to hold tl:c warrant until the affair
eould be iuvestigated. After inves-
tigating the matter, we concluded
that the man's peculiar business
methods arcae more from whiskey
than dishonesty and asked the Dis-
trict Attorney to stop all proceed-
ings,

No cost bill was ever presented,
nor was there the alightest imtima-
tion of any expense incurred by the
county.

There has
always been one law for the common
herd in this county and another for
the shining lights of the o'd Repub-
lican ring which, thanks to the Ar-
pEAL'S battering, has gone to the wall
and will scon be nothing more than
an unpleasant meuory in the nostrils
of the taxpayers.

AGAINST CHANCE VERDICTS.

The Supreme Court of California
has decided that chance verdicts are
improper and illegal. In the case of
Katis E. Dixon sgainst W. 8. F.
Pluns in which damages was claimed
for personal injuries the jury agreed
by a vote that the average opinion of
the jurors should determine the ver-
diet. A ballot was taken. each juror
stating the amount of damages that
should in his opinion be awarded
plaintiff, and returned a verdict for
the average. The defendant set forth
these facts in an sffidavit made by
one of the jurnes and moved fnr a
new trial on the ground of miscon-
duct on the part of the jury and ap~
pealed to the Supreme Court. The
Court held that a jury should not
agree to abide by s chance verdict,
and defined “‘chance” asa hazard,
risk or the resuit of uncertdin and
unknown conditions or forces, and
the facts developed in the case at bar
convinced the Court that the jurors
had left their verdict to chance. The
defendunt's motion for & new trial
was the efore granted and the case is
to be tried agam by a jury that will
find » verdict based on facls not on
chance, L
